It was passed through the House of 
Commons by a composite majority, consisting of 
Liberals, Labour members, and Unionists. No other 
Bill, no other question, is in the same position as this 
particular question of Woman Suffrage. Now, we have 
to look to that majority, and to see that itis not allowed 
to dwindle when the further stages of that Bill comes 
before the House of Commons. | 

Amongst the Unionists, who* number, I think, some- 


- thing like 80, we have got to take this into account— 


that there are many of them whose fear of an extension 


of the franchise is greater than their desire for Woman: 


Suffrage. And, therefore, the further you extend and 
amend your Bill the more Conservative support will 


you gradually drop. “Now, that is a very important. 


matter to take into account, because we cannot hope to 
get the Bill through without the 80 Conservative votes. 


And if you extend the Bill, if you amend it in such a 


way as to make it of very much larger scope, you do 
not at the same time enlist a larger amount of Liberal 
sympathy, nor convert the ‘anti-Suffragists who will 
always vote against a Bill of this kind. I come, there- 
fore, to this conclusion, that although I do not commit 
myself to the further’ extension of the Bill, although it 
might be possible to find some amendment to which we 
could all agree and which might make it more suitable, 
I should deprecate very strongly the extension of the 
Bill or the acceptance of an amendment which might 
endanger its passage through the House of Commons.
